Fraudulent lawyer jailed 
for coining in £1.2million

A CORRUPT lawyer who dishonestly 
amassed £1.2 million was jailed for 
five years after being convicted of 
17 counts of fraud and money laun¬ 
dering. 

Humaira Shah, 46, of Wardown 
Crescent, Luton, was involved in cre¬ 
ating false documents and statements 
for immigration cases and stealing 
money by using mortgage frauds. 

Shah had been using her position 
as a legal executive and partner in 
two law firms to do the conveyancing 
on various mortgage deals. 


But the mortgage applications 
were fraudulently made by her in 
other people’s names - and she was 
in fact pocketing the money 
advanced by the building societies 
and was intending to flee the coun¬ 
try with the cash to start a new life in 
west Africa. 

She was found out after an investi¬ 
gation by Bedfordshire Police’s 
Financial Investigation Unit and 
arrested at Barclays Bank’s branch in 
Ilford, Essex, in 2008 when she went 
with her co-defendant Syed Kamran 
to pick up the proceeds of her crimi¬ 
nal activity. 

In 12 weeks she managed to gather 


around £1.2 million which had been 
paid into her client account by unsus¬ 
pecting building societies before 
being transferred into a number of 
other bank accounts for her own use. 

On Friday, Shah was sentenced at 
Luton Crown Court to four years in 
prison for 17 counts of fraud and 
money laundering and one year in 
prison - to run consecutively - for 
perverting the course of justice. 

Shah is no longer practising as a legal 
executive and she has been excluded 
from membership of the Institute of 
Legal Executives since 2009. 

Kamran, 44, of Eton Road, Ilford, 
was found guilty and imprisoned for 


nine months on two counts of money 
laundering. 

Anwar Hussain, 75, of Portland 
Road, Luton, was found guilty of per¬ 
verting the course of justice after he 
asked Shah to backdate a Deed of 
Trust to show that a house he had 
given to his son was, in fact, in trust 
for his grandchildren. 

Hussain was trying to avoid the 
police confiscating the house under 
the Proceeds of Crime Act (POCA) 
because his son had been sent to 
prison for 14 years for drug dealing 
and his assets were under restraint by 
Bedfordshire Police. 

He will be sentenced at Luton 


Crown Court in three weeks. Shah 
perverted the course of justice by 
making false immigration claims for 
two applicants who were seeking 
leave to remain in Britain. 

Detective Inspector Shane Roberts, 
head of the Financial Investigation 
Unit, said: “Shah was corrupt, 
abusing her professional knowledge 
to exploit financial and legal institu¬ 
tions in order to generate, conceal 
and disburse criminal finances and 
profit, not only for herself but for 
other criminals as well. 

“We will now use the provisions 
of POCA to ensure the £270,000 we 
have recovered from her is confiscated.”

EDL protesters chant and boo 
as anti-racist MEPs meet up

FIFTY members of the English 
Defence League protested outside 
the Town Hall against five Euro MPs 
who met to tackle racism. 

Richard Howitt, MEP for 
Bedfordshire, was joined by four 
other continental representatives on 
Thursday and various groups from 
across Luton to discuss how to halt 
the rise of the EDL and how the town 
deals with extremism. 

As the MEP party arrived at the 
Town Hall, EDL protesters held up 
placards aimed at Mr Howitt and 
began chanting and booing, watched 
by around 30 police officers. 

EDL leader Tommy Robinson said: 
“We have come here to peacefully 
protest as is our democratic right. 

“He doesn’t need to be talking about 
the EDL - we are not the racists, we 
are not the ones the MI5 and CIA are 
worried about. He should be dealing 
with the extremism that we are 
against.” 

Earlier, the MEP delegation had met 
with representatives of Show Racism 
the Red Card at Luton Town’s stadi¬ 
um, in Kenilworth Road. 


Slovakian MEP Monika Flasikova 
Benova said: “It was very important 
for us and European Parliament is on 
the front line against extreme racism.” 

Dutch MEP Emine Bozkurt said: 
“The football club here in Luton is a 
reflection of the community and the 
community is very strong.” 

Mr Howitt said: “I am a very big fan 
of football and I do not believe racism 


has any place in football. Luton Town 
have been successful in driving 
racism out of football and driving it 
out of Luton.” 

Luton Town player Shane Blackett 
said: “We’d like a diverse mix of peo¬ 
ple supporting the game and that 
comes from the kids at school and 
making them aware that there is no 
place for racism in football.” 


Suspected killer dust hazard found by council site 


TWO corrugated sheets suspected of 
being asbestos were removed from a 
council site responsible for its 
housing and repairs unit. 

Following a tip-off, Luton on 
Sunday discovered two 4ft by 6ft 
objects on the edge of a car park at 
the Kingsway depot, where Luton 
Borough Council’s Building and 
Technical Service (BTS) is based. 

We reported our findings to the 
council on Thursday and the 
following day it said it had already 
sent its asbestos contractor to carry 
out a controlled removal of the 
sheets ‘earlier this week’. 

Tests are currently being carried out 
to ascertain whether the sheets are in 
fact asbestos, the fibres of which can 
be fatal if inhaled, although in this 
instance they were unbroken so the 
council said the health risk was low. 


The potentially dangerous 
discovery on council land is ironic 
since, on the council’s website, the 
BTS team state: ‘We carry out an 
annual rolling survey of properties 
and manage our asbestos 
responsibly, only removing it where 
necessary, due to damage or work 
requirements.’ 

An anonymous caller told LoS\ 
“There are two sheets of asbestos 
lying on Kingsway industrial estate. 

“They have been there for three 
years, at least. I mean, I have only 
seen them for three years but they 
could have been there before. 

“They are right next to a smoking 
shelter and people are around there 
all the time. All the workers who are 
doing Luton and Dunstable Busway 
are close to it, too.” 

A council spokesman said: “It was 


identified earlier this week, so it must 
have been dumped there recently. It 
was removed immediately by our 
licensed asbestos contractor under 
controlled conditions. 

“Our contractors are currently 
testing the materials to see if they do 
contain asbestos to ensure they are 
disposed of appropriately, however, 
we urge anyone who thinks they may 
have found asbestos in or on council 
property to not attempt to remove it 
themselves, but to contact us 
immediately. 

“Fly-tipping can raise serious 
health and safety risks so we also 
urge anyone who sees someone 
fly-tipping to report them. We did 
take precautions when removing it, 
however, it was unbroken sheet¬ 
ing and therefore is low risk and pre¬ 
sented no health threat.”

Drugs raid 
nets 400 
cannabis 
plants and 
sends a 
message 
to growers 

FOUR hundred cannabis 
plants were seized during a 
house search on Friday 
morning. 

Police officers executing a 
warrant found the drugs at 
a property in Salisbury 
Road, Luton, where three 
rooms were being used to 
cultivate cannabis with a 
full hydroponic lighting 
system installed. 

The electric supply had 
been tampered with and 
had to be made safe before 
officers could enter. 

Sergeant Hob Hoque said: 
“This operation sends out a 
clear message that drugs, 
and the cultivation of 
drugs, will not be tolerated 
in Bedfordshire. 

“This seizure is the result 
of carefully planned, 
intelligence-led work and 
confirms the message that 
Bedfordshire Police are 
committed to the fight 
against drugs and those 
involved in producing, 
selling or using them can 
expect to find us knocking 
at their door. 

“We would continue to 
urge the public to support 
the police in the fight 
against illegal substances 
and ask them to contact 
officers with any suspicions 
they may have.” 

No arrests have been 
made because there was 
nobody at the property.

A POLISH man who tortured two of his 
fellow countrymen with a hot iron and 
carving knives following a minor argu¬ 
ment in a nightclub has had his mini¬ 
mum jail term reduced. 

Damian Chrominski, of Latchbury Close, 
Luton, was given an indefinite sentence 
for public protection on May 20 but told 
he would have to serve a minimum of 
eight years before being eligible for parole. 

But on Thursday Judge John Bevan QC 
said that having ‘reflected’ on the case his 
starting point was ‘too high’. 

He said: “Occasionally human behaviour 
is so extreme that it becomes inexplicable. 
This gratuitous and wicked violence on 
two victims falls within that exceptional 
category.” 

Using a legal option to vary a sentence 

Spanish fraud 
probe arrest 
for Luton man 

A MAN from Luton is one of 15 
Britons arrested in Spain on 
suspicion of running one of 
Europe’s biggest ‘boiler room’ 
scams. 

The group were arrested during 
an armed raid in Majorca. 

The alleged offence involves 
fraudsters cold-calling members 
of the public to try to get them to 
buy shares which are either 
worthless or do not exist. 

Anthony Baugh, 25, of Luton, 
along with 14 others from 
Nottinghamshire, Essex and 
London appeared briefly in a 
Spanish court on Thursday but is 
yet to face trial. 

City of London Police, who 
worked with the Spanish 
authorities, said younger members 
of the alleged scam are thought to 
have been lured into the operation 
by crime bosses who targeted 
them in English-speaking bars. 

Boiler room scams are estimated 
to cost the UK about £200 million 
a year. 


within a short time of it being passed he 
reduced the minimum sentence to six 
years. 

At the original hearing at Luton Crown 
Court, Chrominski, 25, pleaded guilty to 
two charges of causing grievous bodily 
harm with intent, and kidnap. 

Claudette Elliott, prosecuting, said the 
events occurred on September 20, 2009, 
but he was not arrested until a year later. 

He was with two other Polish men who 
have not been apprehended. 

She said: “This was group terror. The vic¬ 
tims were attacked in their homes at night, 
in front of their partners. 

“They were tortured with a hot iron, 
carving knives and degraded. Vodka was 
poured into their wounds to make them 
more painful.” 

She said the first victim, Piotr Podsiadlo, 
had gone home to New Bedford Road after 
the nightclub incident and was asleep 


with his partner when the three men burst 
in. 

He was assaulted for more than two 
hours, and his partner was told she would 
be strangled if she screamed. 

Chrominski was drinking and taking 
cocaine during the offence. 

The victim suffered several fractures to 
his face and a hot iron was held to his face. 
Then he was put in the boot of a car and 
taken to his friend Maciej Sopoliniski in 
The Magpies, Luton. 

At the second house Mr Podsiadlo was 
thrown onto the bed. 

Miss Elliott said: “Witnesses said he 
looked like he had had a bucket of blood 
poured over his face. He was lifeless and so 
disfigured they did not even recognise him 
as their friend.” 

He was also burned with an iron and 
slashed with a knife on his face and legs 
causing wounds needing 26 stitches.

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Hospital ‘misunderstood’ 
sexual assault procedure

A HOSPITAL did not report allegations 
of a staff member sexually assaulting 
stroke ward patients to the appropriate 
regulator because it ‘was not clear as to 
what was expected’. 

In March, Luton on Sunday exclusively 
revealed police were investigating 
alleged offences committed by an 
employee at Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital’s Stroke Unit between 
September 2009 and February this year. 

The Care Quality Commission (CQC) 
said it visited the hospital ‘in response to 
concerns identified about the trust in 
February this year’. 

This week it published a report reveal¬ 
ing that neither it nor the National 
Patient Safety Agency (NPSA), an arm’s- 
length body of the Department of 
Health, had been made aware of the alle¬ 



gations. In the end it was left to Luton 
Borough Council’s safeguarding coordi¬ 
nator to make the CQC aware of a police 
investigation into allegations of serious 
sexual assaults occurring at the L&D. 

L&D spokesman Barry Mayes said: 
“Luton Borough Council is responsible 
for co-ordinating safeguarding issues. 
We have a responsibility to inform the 
safeguarding agency, the social services, 


and our understanding was the borough 
council has responsibility to inform reg¬ 
ulators and monitors. 

“The CQC is saying they would have 
liked to hear directly from us or for us to 
have contacted NPSA. That was a misun¬ 
derstanding. We are now clearer as to 
what is expected.” 

The L&D has vowed to ensure staff 
know how to report concerns to the 
council, review reporting procedures to 
the NPSA and CQC, and revise staff 
appraisals. 

The hospital’s chief executive, Pauline 
Philip, said: “We immediately addressed 
the concerns raised by the CQC and have 
provided them with regular updates of 
the progress we have made to resolve 
their concerns.” 

The L&D staff member arrested in con¬ 
nection with the sexual assault allega¬ 
tions was released on police bail pending 
further enquiries. 


Police chief interrogated online by public 


BEDFORDSHIRE’S top cop logged onto 
the force’s Facebook page for a public 
grilling on Thursday. 

More than 60 questions were put to 
chief constable Alf Hitchcock on topics 
such as knife crime, special constables 
and drugs. 

There was also interest in the budget 
cuts with people wanting to know how 
the force will manage them and how 


front-line policing will be affected. 
Initial feedback from those who took 
part was largely positive with people 
thanking the chief for his time and ‘lik¬ 
ing’ many of his comments. 

Mr Hitchcock said: “It was great to get 
both serious questions on policing in 
Bedfordshire alongside more light¬ 
hearted questions. 

“The level of interest in both this ses¬ 


sion and the one in March shows that 
people have important questions and 
messages to give me, and this an excel¬ 
lent way for me to know what is going 
on and to meet lots of people in a very 
short space of time.”

A NETTO store will soon be 
turned into a Morrisons - only 
to be shut down when a super¬ 
store of the same chain is built 
next door. 

Morrisons announced on 
Tuesday it had sealed a deal to 
take over the Netto store in 
Cemetery Road, Houghton Regis, 
from Asda - a month after being 
given the green light to build a 
£12 million superstore next to it 
on the patch of land between 
High Street and Queen Street. 

The Asda group bought up 193 
stores 12 months ago when it 
paid £778m to take over the Netto 
chain, but in October was forced 
by the Office of Fair Trading 
watchdog to sell the Houghton 
Regis store over fears of too much 
competition in the area. 

A month before that ruling, 
Luton on Sunday reported there 
could be four different super¬ 


markets within 200 metres of 
each other if all the takeovers 
went ahead, as there are also 
Tesco Express and Co-op stores 
nearby. 

There is no completion date yet 
for the new superstore, which 
will create 290 new jobs and 278 
car parking spaces, but the cur¬ 
rent Netto site will be trans¬ 
formed into a Morrisons while 
work is ongoing. 

Gary Bolton, a spokesman for 
Morrisons, said: “When the main 
Morrisons store is completed, 
the other store will close and the 
staff will transfer to the new store 
when it is ready for business. 

“What will happen to the Netto 
store is still subject to decision 
and it may involve planning 
applications but we are at a very 
early stage at the moment.” 

An Asda spokeswoman said: 
“Obviously we would have loved 
to have kept all of them as Asda 
but we respect the OFT’s deci¬ 
sion.”

True scale of sex crimes 
against children revealed

POLICE recorded 210 sex 
offences against children 
including rape, incest and gross 
indecency last year - with most 
concerning children aged 12-15. 

Six victims were pre-school age, 
and 35 were aged 11 years old or 
under. 

The figures show, for the first 
time, the number of young peo¬ 
ple accused of committing child 
sex offences in Bedfordshire. 
Nearly 16 of known suspects in 
these cases were under 18. 

The National Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
used the Freedom of Information 
Act to obtain data from all 43 
police forces in England and 
Wales. 

Home Office figures give no 


clear picture of how many sex 
offences are committed every 
year against children, their ages, 
gender or whether someone was 
convicted. 

Dan Russell, head of the 
NSPCC’s Bedfordshire service, 
said: “The rise in recorded sex 
offences against children is a real 
concern and we need to find ways 
to help victims and change the 
behaviour of young offenders. 

“It’s clear we need more 
services that address the harmful 
sexual behaviour of young 
people, as well as adult 
offenders. 

“We urge everyone to be vigi¬ 
lant and report any concerns 
they have about a child.” 

Bedfordshire Police declined to 
comment but referred us to a 
statement from the Association 
of Chief Police Officers which 


said: ‘While recorded crime fig¬ 
ures are clearly of interest they 
are not a good indicator of the 
prevalence or trends of child sex¬ 
ual abuse. 

‘We know that much abuse goes 
unreported, and it is conceivable 
that some increase in recorded 
crime may be attributable to 
victims, particularly those who 
have suffered historic abuse, hav¬ 
ing greater confidence to report 
these matters. 

‘Understanding the crime 
though is central to success. 

“We are starting to bring it out 
of the dark places where victims 
suffer in silence for fear of 
reporting while recent infiltration 
of intricate global paedophile 
networks is further testament to 
the work we have collectively 
done to understand how 
offenders think and operate.’ 


Bridge anti-pigeon measures are ‘not working’ 


PEDESTRIANS have complained 
that having wire mesh installed 
has done nothing to stop pooing 
pigeons perching under a 
bridge. 

Network Rail put up netting on 
Sundon Arch bridge, between 
Toddington Road and Sundon 
Park Road, Luton, two weeks 
ago to stop the vermin nesting 
there. 

But nearby residents who walk 
underneath claim the measures 


have made no difference 
whatsoever. 

Brian Shaw, of Barking Close, 
said: “I saw them doing the work 
as I had to take a different route 
to work for those three nights, 
but there’s still hundreds of them 
up there.” 

Sue Goddard, of Toddington 
Road, said: “There are still loads 
up there nesting. It can be really 
unpleasant walking under there 
sometimes.” 


A Network Rail spokesman 
said: "Every effort is made to 
cover all the places where 
pigeons could get in, but 
unfortunately sometimes they 
can find a way or the nets get 
damaged." 

A Town Hall spokeswoman said: 
“We are liaising with Network 
Rail to ensure it completes the 
job to our satisfaction.” 

Network Rail has until Tuesday 
to complete the work.

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He who is without sin? 

SIR - Further to Sophie Scott’s article 
in Luton on Sunday on May 22, 
Richard Howitt MEP needs to tack¬ 
le his own support of extremism 
before confronting it in Luton. 

If not a member of Unite Against 
Fascism (UAF), he stands with it - 
an organisation founded by the 
Marxist SWP (Socialist Workers 
Party).

Oppose Pensions Bill 

SIR - People aged 56 or 57 (or indeed 
younger) are going to be hit hard by 
the Government’s plan to speed up 
increases to the State Pension Age 
(SPA). 

SPA was scheduled to increase to 65 
for women by 2020 and to 66 for both 
men and women by 2026. Now the 
Coalition wants the SPA for women 
to be 65 by 2018 and 66 for both men 
and women by 2020. This will partic¬ 
ularly affect women born after April 
6,1953 and men born after December 
6, 1953. 

Women who have already seen 
their state pension age moved from 
60 to 63 or 64 now face waiting up to 
two years extra for their hard-earned 
pension, the unluckiest losing more 
than £10,000. 

Men will have to wait up to an extra 


year, with most losing more than 
£5,000. 

The Pensions Bill that will make 
these changes will be debated in the 
House of Commons in the next few 
weeks. 

Please contact your MP and ask 
them to oppose these changes which 
will make thousands of hard-working 
people wait even longer for their 
state pension.

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Ex-LuDun workers 
fail to find new jobs

ONLY one of the 24 ex-workers 
of a closed workshop for the dis¬ 
abled has been found another 
job. 

Central Bedfordshire Council 
chose to shut down LuDun, in 
Liscombe Road, Dunstable, to 
save £300,000 from its budget and 
made a promise to help redun¬ 
dant staff find new roles. 

The workshop finally closed for 
good on Wednesday, but a survey 
conducted this week shows that 
just one worker has found 
employment - meaning 23 are 
still jobless. 

GMB union’s Senior Organiser, 
Warren Kenny (pictured), said: “If 
the Central Beds Tories think that 
when this workshop closes its 
doors that the campaign on cuts 
in services to disabled workers 
will go away they are sadly mis-

Kelvin Hopkins, MP for Luton 
North, said: “The TUC disability 
conference this week carried a 
motion unanimously urging sup¬ 
port for jobs for the disabled and 
I agree with them totally.” 

Central Beds councillor Carole 
Hegley said: “The council has 
offered community care assess¬ 
ments to all the employees, iden¬ 
tifying any additional personal 
support needed and how this will 
be met, so that they are not left 
vulnerable.”

Healthcare Matters 

What’s causing my Shoulder Pain? 

By Idai Makaya 


Shoulder pain is extremely common in modern society 
for a variety of reasons, some of which will be outlined 
shortly. The shoulder is a structurally complex joint, 
capable of being worked in a wide range of directions 
and planes. It is made up of numerous ligament 
attachments, tendons and muscles, which allow it to 
function in the way that it does. 

The shoulder, with its many soft tissue structures, is 
more susceptible than most other joints to becoming 
injured in normal use - or due to accidents. As is the case 
for all the joints of the human body, strengthening the 
shoulder by routine resistance exercises may allow it to 
become more resistant to injury. As with all health 
matters, prevention is always a better approach than 
cure and the fortification of your body through a 
structured strength exercise programme is the ideal way 
to minimise your risk of developing shoulder problems. 

However, many readers may not have taken this long¬ 
term approach, or may be suffering from shoulder pain 
or unsatisfactory shoulder function already, for a variety 
of reasons. For such individuals, what options exist for 
finding a solution? 

To look further into the matter I sought the expertise of a 
shoulder specialist to highlight the most common 
anomalies of the shoulder and what can be done to 
address them. Mr Tony Corner is a specialist consultant 
orthopaedic surgeon based at the Spire Harpenden 
Hospital in Hertfordshire, who works specifically on 
conditions of the shoulder joint and is an expert in 
keyhole surgery of the shoulder. The highlights of our 
discussion are outlined below: 


Idai Makaya: What are the most 
common shoulder ailments you 
encounter in your work? 

Tony Corner: / would say the most 
common ailments I encounter as a 
shoulder specialist are 
impingement, rotator cuff tendon 
tears, frozen shoulder, 
dislocations of the shoulder and 
arthritis. 

Idai Makaya. Please could you explain to readers what 
the most obvious symptoms are for each of those 
common problems? 

Tony Corner. The most common symptoms of 
impingement are pain around the top and side of the 
shoulder, particularly when the arm is raised to shoulder 
height. When someone has a rotator cuff tendon tear in 
their shoulder the most common identifying features are 
pain and weakness in 
the shoulder. Tendon 
tears normally present 
as either gradually 
worsening pain and 
weakness, from a 
chronic tear, or the 
patient may have 
sustained an acute 
(new) tear if they feel a 
‘ripping’ or ‘popping’ 
sensation within their 
shoulder - and an 
immediate weakness. 

If a patient has a frozen 
shoulder the most 
commonly experienced 
symptoms will be 
gradually worsening 

pain, which can be very 
severe and often 
disturbs sleep at night - 
and worsening 

stiffness in the 

shoulder. When a 

patient dislocates their 
shoulder they have a 
very significant chance 
of dislocating the joint 
again if they are young. 

If the shoulder 
dislocates on repeated 
occasions then the 

patient may need an 


operation to repair the damaged structures in the 
shoulder and restore stability to the joint. Symptoms of 
arthritis of the shoulder include worsening pain and loss 
of movement. 

Idai Makaya. What are the most likely causes of these 
common shoulder problems and how can they be 
avoided? 

Tony Corner. Impingement occurs when the tendons in 
the shoulder rub and ‘impinge’ underneath the shoulder 
tip bone, when the arm is raised. The tendons can 
become inflamed and a pocket of fluid called the bursa, 
which lies between the tendons and shoulder tip bone, 
can also become inflamed. Occasionally the front of the 
shoulder tip can develop a spur of bone which points 
down and irritates the tendons further. Rotator cuff tears 
can occur through an accident, such as a fall, or more 
commonly due to simple degeneration or long term 
irritation. Frozen shoulder, in the majority of cases, has 
no obvious cause or triggering event - although it is 
experienced sometimes after surgery or after a broken 
bone in the shoulder. Patients who suffer from diabetes 
or who have had a ‘traumatic event, ’ such as a broken 
bone, suffer more severe frozen shoulders. Patients who 
dislocate their shoulders most commonly have a 
‘traumatic event’ - such as a fall or collision during 
contact sports. When this occurs the soft tissues within 
the shoulder are damaged and subsequently leave the 
shoulder more susceptible to dislocation again in the 
future. Arthritis in the shoulder is much less common 
than in the hip or knee but the causes are similar, 
namely osteoarthritis or rheumatoid arthritis. 

Idai Makaya. What do you do to treat these conditions? 

Tony Corner. The majority of patients who suffer from 
impingement will get excellent 
symptom relief from steroid 
injections and therapy. In patients 
who fail to improve a keyhole 
operation can be performed to 
remove the inflamed tissue and 
shave away part of the under 
surface of the shoulder tip. This 
gives the shoulder tendons more 
room to work in and stops them 
being irritated as the patient 
elevates the arm. If a patient has a 
torn rotator cuff tendon this can be 
repaired with a keyhole 
(arthroscopic) operation to re¬ 
attach the tendon to the bone. A 
frozen shoulder will eventually 
resolve of its own accord, but it 
takes an average of two 
and half years for this to 
happen. Treatment can 
involve painkillers and 
steroid injections to 
alleviate the pain and then 
undertaking a program of 
exercises to try to stretch 
the stiff joint and regain 
movement. If a patient 
wishes to speed up 
recovery then the shoulder 
can be manipulated to free 
the stiff tissue 

(physiotherapy) or I can 
perform a keyhole 

operation to excise and 
release the painful tissue 
in the shoulder which is 
causing the frozen 
shoulder. This keyhole 
technique minimises 
potential damage to 
normal structures in the 
shoulder, which can 
happen with a 
manipulation, and studies 
have shown quicker return 
of movement and faster 
relief of pain using this 
keyhole technique. If a 
patient suffers repeated 
dislocations of their 
shoulder then a keyhole 


(arthroscopic) procedure can be performed to re-attach 
the damaged soft tissues in the shoulder and stabilise 
the shoulder joint. If a shoulder is very arthritic then a 
joint replacement can be performed, just like in the hip 
and knee. 

Idai Makaya. If there was one most important message 
you would like people suffering from shoulder pain or 
shoulder problems to know about, what would it be? 

Tony Corner. Don’t suffer in silence and seek an expert 
opinion. There is something that can be done for every 
shoulder condition. Get an expert opinion to make an 
accurate diagnosis and discuss the treatment options. 
Most shoulder problems can be treated without the need 
for surgery, by appropriate therapy and sometimes 
injections. However, should surgery be required then in 
recent years techniques to treat shoulder conditions 
have improved considerably, especially in keyhole 
(arthroscopic) techniques and shoulder replacements.

THE importance of the job done 
by the dogs at G4S is illustrated 
by the fact they were used to 
detect unexploded bombs and 
people trapped by the 7/7 
London bombings in 2005. 

Steve Gould, 56, has been a dog 
handler since 1990 and he and 
his dog Buddy were one of the 
first teams on the scene on the 
day. 

Mr Gould said: “The toughest 
assignment I did was 7/7. It was 
a challenging experience. I was 
working nights the night before 
and I got home at 7.30am and 
got call at 9am from my son ask¬ 
ing me if I was OK as he said 
there were bombs going off in 
London and he knew that I was 
always involved in incidents like 
this. 

“My work called me in straight 
away and asked me to go to 
Kings Cross. I was sent down to 
search the train for secondary 
devices, I was selected to go 
through the dirty end of the train 
- among the bodies - as the most 
experienced member of the team. 

“It was a bit surreal, very dark 
and like a scary movie.” 

G4S is the former Group 4 secu¬ 
rity group which was embar¬ 
rassed after a series of security 
blunders in the early 1990s 
including escaped prisoners. 

In 2004 it merged with 
Securicor, a security firm based 
in London, to form G4S. 

Until a year ago the firm, with 
more than 40,000 employees 
managed from around 80 offices, 
did not have a specific dog unit, 
but the increased threat of ter-

rorist attacks led to more 
demand for canine services. 

So in November 2010, it set up 
specialist company Canine 
Security Services, based at the 
Luton Hoo estate, and this is 
where all the dogs are trained 
and from where they deployed to 
locations across the UK. 

fohn Whitwam, managing 
director of Canine Security 
Services, said: “One year ago we 
didn’t have a canine unit and 
that was because there was not 
an identified need for it. 

“The catalyst for one was an 


increase in the risk of terrorist 
activity and also the Olympics 
next year which led to people 
reviewing what their current 
security is. 

“We launched the canine busi¬ 
ness almost a year ago and we 
gained the contract for the 
Olympics so we thought now 
would be a good time to show off 
what we can do. 

“There are three types of dogs 
we train and the first is a general 
purpose dog. The point of that 
dog is to detect and protect its 
handler. A general purpose dog is

normally an Alsatian or a Belgian 
Malinois because they have the 
combination of size which is 
important to deter and also have 
the temperament to be trained. 

“You don’t want a dog which 
will bite you but if the handler 
feels threatened you want a dog 
to protect them. 

“The second are narcotics 
search dogs which are the best 
way to detect a range of drugs. 
We do this in a number of loca¬ 
tions and it’s not really about a 
security risk but a health and 
safety. 

“The third are explosive search 
dogs and G4S has a number of 
licences to hold a range of explo¬ 
sives which the Government says 
prove to be the greatest threat. 

“We have narcotics licences 
also as we have to have the 
things we want the dogs to 
detect to train them with. 

“For searching dogs we have 
Springer Spaniels or Labradors. 
We prefer the Spaniels though 
because if they need to be lifted 
up the smaller and nimbler the 
dogs are the easier it is. 

“The Luton Hoo estate is our 
training centre and also our 
headquarters. This is where we 
deploy our dogs from and all the 
dogs are trained in Luton.”

These days parents must 
demonstrate their good-par¬ 
enting skills through being 
involved in school work and 
particularly homework. 

So it becomes a parent com¬ 
petition as much as a learning 
experience for the children. 

Recently our daughter and 
her fellow pupils each had to 
make a model canal barge. 

Some of them were so beauti¬ 
ful and made with such crafts¬ 
manship they could well have 
been sea-worthy. 

People must have taken time 
off work to produce such mas¬ 
terpieces. Standing out forlorn¬ 
ly were the few that were obvi¬ 
ously made by the children 
themselves. 

We tried not to feel guilty but 
the legend ‘bad parents’ might 
as well have been stamped on 
our foreheads. 

Our report would read: ‘Lacks 


application, has ability but fails 
to make the most of it. Can do 
better.’ 

We have even been known to 
take our children on holiday 
during term time. 

So, back to the Morrison 
Shelter, our last chance to 
atone for previous failures. 

Those with gardens had an 
Anderson Shelter, which varied 
from a small tin hut to an 
underground bunker, complete 
with rations to last a month. 

Those without gardens had a 
Morrison Shelter, which was a 
large rat trap that could double 
up as a table. 

It might however have its uses 
when the children are 
disobedient. 

Sending them to their room 
has lost some of its power, with 
TV computers and mobile 
phones to console them. So:

Thinking of retraining? 


As we begin to emerge from the 
recession, there are still many people 
who are left unemployed 

Thousands of people are still unable to find work in 
the field where they had plied their trade for most of 
their professional careers. 

However, one in five adults intends to gain further 
qualifications with colleges reporting increased 
enrolments, according to a study by YouGov. 

The survery of more than 2,000 adults last year found 
that in excess of 8.4million people have switched 
careers in the previous three years and a further 


3.2million intended to do so in the year after. Money 
was a deciding factor in 2/5 of respondents.

Getting off to good start 




You don't need to be told how much of a big 
deal choosing a school for your child is. It's 
probably been on your mind since your 
child was born. 

While reputation plays a big part, take a look 
around the schools in the local area. Take 
advantage of open days or, if you prefer, organise 
an appointment and have an individual tour with 
a senior member of staff. School is not only a 
place of learning in terms of academia, but also in 


the social sense. School is an important part of 
your child's life, as they learn to mix with their 
peers and to make friends. Ask about the facilities 
such as after school care. Speaking to the local 
authority helps too. League tables and exam 
results can give you a good reflection of the 
performance of a school.

Play-off penalty heartbreak 
will hurt Keane all summer 


FOOTBALL 

KEITH Keane has been through pretty 
much all of the major highs and lows at 
Kenilworth Road in the past seven 
seasons, but it will still take him some 
time to get over missing out on 
promotion to the Football League 
again. 

It was the second year in succession 
that Luton Town had missed out in the 
play-offs, having been knocked out in 
the semi-finals the year before against 
fellow ex-league side York City. 

Then in last Saturday’s final they went 
down 4-3 on penalties to AFC 
Wimbledon at the City of Manchester 


Stadium - something that one week 
later still hurts deep down for Keane. 

“I don’t think the disappointment will 
be gone until the season starts and 
then you can focus on it,” said the 
midfielder. 

“Every time you think about it you 
just wish it was you that had gone 
through on penalties. 

“It’s not easy to take, but we’ve got to 
get on with it and hopefully put it right 
next season. 

“The taste of defeat is not nice and I 
definitely don’t want to experience it 
again, so hopefully that will drive us on 
to win the league next season.” 

It has been another long, hard season 


for the 24-year-old, who made 46 
appearances in a Hatters shirt during 
the 2010/11 campaign, passing 200 
career league games in the process. 

Keane is now looking forward to 
putting his feet up over the next five 
weeks before the squad return for pre¬ 
season training in the first week of July. 

He said: “You’ve got to do your own 
training and stay in shape, but you 
have to use this time to go on holiday 
and spend time with your family 
because after those five weeks you’re 
at the football club’s mercy. 

“You have to do what they want when 
they want, so this our time to have a 
break and use it the best you can.”

Devine braced 
for Carr clash 

BOXING 

LUTON Lightweight Michael Devine will 
be back in action, against Trowbridge’s 
Dan Carr, at York Hall, in London, on 
Saturday. 

The clash will feature on the support 
card of Ryan Barrett’s International 
Masters lightweight title defence against 
Kenya’s Geoffrey Munika. 

It seems ironic that Devine will be 
fighting on the same bill as Barrett, as he 
comprehensively stopped Mark 
Alexander to lift the title in September 
last year - the very same fighter who 
ended Devine’s unbeaten run in similar 
fashion five months earlier. 

In March, following an year’s sabbatical 
from the sport following that disastrous 
loss, Devine made his successful return 
to the fray, against the highly 
experienced Birmingham battler Sid 
Razak in Dagenham. 

He out-boxed the resilient Razak to 
earn a convincing 39-37 points victory. 

Devine said: “I’m back again. It was the 
first time I boxed in 12 months, it was 
good to get the rounds in. I made it 
tougher than I should have, but it was 
good to get in the ring again. 

“I thought I done better, but I watched 
the video and I’ve still got a few things to 
work on. I’m getting there and it was 
good to get the win and hopefully get 
another win on Saturday. 

“It’s a little bit of a step up so really 
looking forward to it.” 


Ring return on as 
Earl cool for Kats

GRAHAM Earl has confirmed that he is to return 
to the ring to face Michael Katsidis in a repeat of 
their 2007 clash, dubbed by many as the fight of 
the year, after admitting he has felt ‘lost’ as a 
retired boxer. 

The 32-year-old, who had hung up his gloves 
after a points victory over Karl Taylor two years 
ago, has since made the move into boxing pro¬ 
motions, setting up a gym in Luton called the 
House of Champions, signing and training fight¬ 
ers and hosting a series of fight nights across the 
country. 

And though he says he enjoys it, this was the 
one fight he’d pursued in order to put right the 
wrongs of four years ago. 

“Ever since I stopped boxing I felt lost,” said Earl 
“I’ve started my promotions company and have 
kept busy but I’ve missed boxing. 

“It’s my only vice and, if that’s the case, then it’s 
not a bad one. 

“I couldn’t feel content retiring without getting 
another shot at him.” 

The former lightweight WBU world champion 
suffered only his second professional defeat 
against then undefeated Australian Katsidis at 
Wembley in the clash for the vacant WBO light¬ 
weight title. 

In an out-and-out war, Earl was knocked down 
twice but recovered to send Katsidis to the can¬ 
vas, despite Earl’s corner throwing in the towel 
and referee Micky Vann chucking it back out 
again. Earl was eventually retired by his corner at 
the end of the fifth and receiving a cut to his eye 
in the previous session, but the Lutonian was not 
happy with the call and parted ways with trainer 
Johnny Eames. 

But Katsidis posted a statement on his official 
website regarding an email to his manager 
Brendon Smith from Earl, asking for a second 
fight, which got the rumour mill buzzing. 

Earl confirmed the news that a re-match had 
been agreed but said that he’s not counting his 
chickens just yet. 

“We been here before,” said Earl. “There have 
been many times where we’ve been close to mak¬ 
ing it happen but then something has gone 


wrong. At times I thought it would never happen. 

“It’s all been agreed and I’m just waiting for the 
paperwork to be finalised, which will hopefully 
be in the next week.” 

If the fight gets the green light Earl is hoping for 
the showdown to happen in August or September 
over in Australia. 

He said: “Last time it was in my own back yard, 
this time it looks like it may be in his. 

“There is the possibility that there could be 
something like the Ashes, with three of my guys 
fighting three Aussies on the same bill. 

“Katsidis’ hometown has just been hit by flash- 
floods so it could be the chance to regenerate it a 
little bit and put something back.” 

He also wouldn’t rule out Eames returning to his 
corner after the Londoner guided Earl to virtual¬ 
ly every domestic title and a world crown in dur¬ 
ing a six-year period. 

“I’ve been talking with him [Eames] a lot recent¬ 
ly It’s a possibility so I’m sure we’ll have a talk,” 
said Earl. 


After the Katsidis war, Earl went on to get 
stopped by Amir Khan and Henry Castle in con¬ 
secutive defeats, which signalled the beginning 
of the end for his career inside the ropes but the 
former British and Commonwealth champion 
insists he is better than ever. 

“I’m ready to go tomorrow I’ve been in training 
for two weeks and I feel a better fighter now 
because I’ve been training people. 

“The rest has done me more good than bad. 

“A lot of people are saying that Graham Earl is 
finished, what they forget is that I fought at such 
a high level, I was a championship fighter. 

“I didn’t fight that many four rounders in my 
career they were mainly ten and 12 round cham¬ 
pionship fights. 

“Most fights these days are not great at all, peo¬ 
ple are paying good money and not getting the 
fights they deserve. Earl versus Katsidis II will 
give fans the kind of fight they want and deserve. 
It would be a great fight and I believe the public 
deserve this fight to go ahead.”
